Contest Categories For Displays 


Sixteen categories have been selected 
and within these categories standard 
100, 256 and 512 symbol vocabularies 
are needed. The sixteen categories 
cover a wide range of age levels and 
intellectual and physical abilities. 
These categories are outlined in the 
Contest Application Form. (see 
application form details next page) 


Category examples 

(four of the sixteen) 

- Displays for non-retarded, 
pointing adults. (to include 
stroke victims and adult C.P.) 


- Displays for retarded, pointing 
teens/young adults. 
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- Displays for non-retarded, 
pointing pre-schooler. 


- Displays for severely 
physically handicapped school- 
age children (technical aid 
or eye pointing) 


Your contest entries will help us to 
determine priority categories for 
printing standard displays. 


Vocabulary Selection 
All contest participants will receive 
free copies of new symbols to appear 





in the dictionary, Blissymbols For Use, 


which are not yet printed on stamps. 
This will extend vocabulary possibil- 
ities to include all new dictionary 
symbols. These will be available 
prior to September, 1979. Entries 
Should be submitted on B.C.1I. grids, 
or facsimile, using the 100 symbol] 
stamp vocabulary (1978). The symbols 
need not appear on the grid but words 
Should be printed in selected areas.

As usual, funding has been a major 
concern during the last few months. 
However, we have been very fortunate 
to receive a grant of $35,000 from 

the Ontario Crippled Children's Centre 
to assist us whilst we move towards a 
greater degree of self-sufficiency. 
The grant will cover the projected 
deficit for the current period. Also, 
Victoria Cunningham has undertaken to 
act as co-ordinator of our Finance 
Committee. Torie is gradually drawing 
together a group of interested people 
to work with her in formulating plans 
and generating ideas on financial 
matters. Public Relations is an 
inevitable and necessary companion to 
fund raising, and thoughts on develop- 
ing the public awareness of our 
programme are beginning to develop. 


The sales of our products are in- 
creasing and there was a record 

number of workshops held both in North 
America and in the United Kingdom last 
year. The workshops, together with 
the sale of products, have helped to 
sustain B.C.I. The formal link that 
we are making with a distribution 

and marketing company in the United 
States, EBSCO Curriculum Materials of 
Birmingham, Alabama, will ensure a 
much wider group of people becoming 
aware of the Blissymbol programme. 

At present, about 85% of our sales 

are made in the U.S.A. 


We are having to pay federal sales tax 
on all symbol displays; also Ontario 
sales tax will be charged on certain 
items presently being identified.

B,C.1. SYMBOL DEPARTMENT 


A major objective of the B.C.I. is 

to develop and to maintain a standard 
form of Blissymbols as their use with 
handicapped people grows rapidly 
around the world. Jinny Storr, Symbol 
Officer, and Paula Ashmead, Assistant 
Symbol Officer, are B.C.I.'s guardians 
of the integrity of the symbols and 
the system. Shirley McNaughton acts 
as consultant. We thought you might 
like to know what this job involves. 


Liaison with C.K. Bliss 


In accordance with our agreement 
with Mr. Bliss, new symbols created 
or adapted by B.C.I. and instructors 
are submitted to Mr. Bliss for his 
comments and suggestions. When there 
is a difference of opinion between 
B.C.I. and Mr. Bliss over a symbol, 
or the wording, Dr. Harry Silverman, 
B.C.I. Executive Director, acts as 
arbiter. 
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Selection and Development of 
Vocabulary for Blissymbol Stamps 


Vocabulary for the 1000 Blissymbol 
Stamps was selected from elementary 
school dictionaries and from 

numerous requests from instructors 
and users. As the first step, 
Semantography and other C.K.Bliss 
materials were searched for relevant 
symbols. If nothing appropriate to 
our users was found, new symbols 

were created following the principles 


laid down in Semantography. 


Our symbol department provides the 
machinery for continuing growth of 
Blissymbol vocabulary in a standard- 
ized form. Areas of vocabulary not 
presently adequately covered will be 
developed: e.g., teens, adults, 
stroke patients, hygiene, medicine, 
etc. 


Master Blissymbol] Card File 


Each approved symbol is drawn to 
standard specifications by a drafts- 
man. The accompanying wording is 
then added. A master card file is 
maintained by the symbol office and 
is used in all B.C.1. printed 
materials. "Master Sets" have been 
sent to the United Kingdom and to 
Sweden for the preparation of their 
Symbol materials. Quebec, Denmark 
and the Netherlands are translating 
materials and may be printing using 
the master symbols. 


Blissymbols For Publication 


Many requests are received for 
accurate and appropriate symbols for 
publication in books, articles, 
brochures, etc. Where appropriate, 
authors and publishers are provided 
with correct symbols and the copyright 
statement which must appear in all 
publications using Blissymbols. Each 
Bulletin carries a notice that this 
service is available to insure that 
only accurate Blissymbols appear in 
print. 


Blissymbols Dictionary 


Work is proceeding on the documentation 
of approximately 1400 Blissymbols to 
appear in the new dictionary, 
Blissymbols For Use. A major portion 
of the new dictionary is devoted to 
explanations of the derivation of each 
symbol. The new target date for 
distribution of the dictionary is 
August, 1979. 


Historical Library 


Symbol charts and displays have evolved 
since 1971 and will continue to change. 
A historical library of displays is 
being set up. This will include 
foreign language symbol displays. 


Correspondence with Instructors, 
Users, Parents, Others 


The exchange of information between 
B.C.I. and people using Blissymbols 
around the world is vital to the 
healthy development of the symbol 
system for the handicapped. Jinny 

and Paula welcome your questions about 
current symbols. They hope to incorp- 
orate a "question and answer" feature 
in future Bulletins. (see Symbol 
"Corner" p.5 ) they welcome suggestions 
and requests for new symbols. They 
receive many questions about how to 
draw particular symbols. When required 
they do the actual drawing of requested 
symbols. They respond to symbol 
inquiries as quickly as possible in 
order not to keep symbol users waiting. 


You can see how busy our two-woman 
symbol] department is. Their responsi- 
bility is enormous. A word must be 
added about Jinny's and Paula's 
dedication to this responsibility and 
to the detail involved. There are 
many frantic periods of rush activities 
for them, and there is rarely a slack 
time when they might reflect upon their 
accomplishments. It is nice to be able 
to say, "well done!"

Now that the 1000 symbol stamps are 
available and beginning to be used, 
B.C.I. is receiving inquiries which 
appear to be of general concern. We 
take this opportunity to discuss some 
of the more common questions. 


Symbol Arrangement on Stamp Sheet 


The arrangement on stamp sheets 
corresponds closely to that of past 
displays, i.e. colour coding is 
according to parts of speech. Al] 
nouns are orange, people are yellow, 
all verbs are green, all description/ 
evaluation symbols are blue, symbols 
with special uses within the system 
are mauve, particles and 

miscellaneous symbols are white, and 
symbols which may be used with more 
than one category of symbol are multi- 
coloured. Within each colour group- 
ing (with the exception of the white 
section) individual symbols are 
arranged alphabetically. <A more 
detailed description of format, 
colouring and use will be available 

in the New Year in a pamphlet entitled, 
"Using Blissymbol Stamps". 








Word Location 


The words are now located above the 
symbol on the stamps and in teaching 
materials. This has been done in 
response to suggestions from the field 
indicating that a pointing user often 
obscured the word when it was below 
the symbol. The word above the symbol 
remains visible to both the user and 
his audience. Placement of the word 
in publications or classroom trans- 
cription of messages will be left to 
the discretion of the writer.

Reyised Symbols 


The stamps include some symbols which 
have been revised from earlier forms. 

A substantial number of these changes 
have been made in response to 
recommendations from Mr. Bliss. Others 
have been introduced in an effort to 
meet needs expressed by instructors 

and users. 


Infinitive Verb Forms 


All verbs are presented in the 
infinitive form. This has been 
indicated by the addition of the word 
(to). When the symbol is intended to 
represent the present tense (to) would, 
of course, not be read or written out 
in the symbol message. 


Choice of Symbols 


In the case of colours and seasons, 
both the C.K. Bliss version and the 
B.C.1. version (marked with 

are presented so that the instructor 
may choose the form most appropriate 
to his needs. Under no circumstances 
may two alternative series be mixed.

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WORKSHOPS - the year in review 





1978 was the busiest year so far for 
the training department. A total of 
42 B.C.I. certified workshops were 
held with 1,124 people in attendance. 
Workshops took place throughout 
Canada, the United States, the United 
Kingdom and Sweden. The elementary 
format was further refined to 
incorporate the Handbook and 
Blissymbol Stamps. An examination 
was also developed, and a certificate 
given to those who met the required 
standards. Three Special Interest 
Workshops were also held focussing 
on: Blissymbols and the Adult; 
Blissymbols and the Pre-Schooler; 


Blissymbols and the Mentally Retarded. 


Proceedings from all these workshops 
are currently being edited and should 
be available by the spring. 


CORRESPONDENCE COURSE 


The correspondence course, developed 
by Dr. Eugene McDonald, has proved to 
be a successful training alternative 
to the four-day workshop. The course 
is compiled of ten lessons followed 
by a two-day workshop. The two-day 
workshop can be held over a weekend 
period, eliminating time away from 


the work setting to attend a workshop. 


To date, these workshops have been 
held in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; 
however, this format can now be made 
available in other settings. Anyone 
interested in this format should 
contact Sandra Dever at the B.C.1.

Bliss 
students are spaced between several 
locations and served by various 

speech clinicians. Bliss levels range 
from beginners with 30 symbols to 
advanced users on 200 plus Bliss 
boards. Blissymbols are also stressed 
by some classroom staff through games 
and oversized Bliss boards used as 
visual aids with Bliss students and the 
verbal population.

The work at Kerpape focuses exclusively 
on the social and professional re- 
integration of the physically handi- 
capped. There are approximately 360 
patients served on a regular basis. 
Sixty per cent of the patients are 
victims of work accidents, etc., while 
the remaining 40 per cent are children 
and adolescents with cerebral palsy, 
sclerosis, myopathie, and congenital 
amputations. 


In addition to caring for the infirm, 
the personnel at Kerpape endeavour to 
find as many opportunities as possible 
for patients to re-integrate into 
their families, society and the 
vocational world.

A look at the general inquiry letters 
received in Toronto over a three 
month period last year - September, 
October, and November - reveals the 
constantly growing international 
interest in Blissymbols. 


Letters are received from all over 
the world. Many inquiries come from 
professionals from schools, hospitals, 
centres for the retarded, the 
rehabilitation engineering field; 
university students write to ask for 
research materials; relatives request 
guidance on how to use Blissymbolics; 
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others write to offer their research 
and experience in adapting the 
Blissymbolics system. Replies vary 
from complicated technical 
correspondence to form letters and 
general information kits. 


A recent article in the December, 1978, 
International Edition of Reader's

Until recently Spanish inquiries were 
answered by form letter; we are now 
receiving assistance in their 
translation through the help of a 
volunteer from Venezuela.
